Although we are all from different places and are heading in different directions we will 
always have two things in common. The first is that we all are or have been students at 
Redeemer. The second is that we all share our faith. This year’s theme "SPIRIT", particularly 
‘points to our common faith. SPIRIT includes not just cheering at a hockey game or general 
school sentiment, it also refers to the Spirit of the Lord working within us. It is this SPIRIT 
which will continue to guide us and live in us in the future. May you continue to "live by the 
Spirit" and "keep in step with the Spirit" (Galatians 3:25).
